Man’s ‘2 Lives’ Not A Hoax, Doctor Says 


OMAHA, 
Neb. 
(UPI) — A 
medical report on "dead ring­ 
e r” John (Fritz) Johnson said 
today 
there 
is 
no 
indication 
that “ he has any recollection” 
of his life as an Ohio salesm an 
who disappeared almost eight 
years ago. 


The 
doctors said they were 
also unable to find a medical 
or psychiatric reason for John­ 
son’s loss of memory. 


Johnson’s 
family doctor 
re­ 
vealed the results of exhaustive 
mental and physical tests con­ 
ducted on the flamboyant O m a­ 
ha television personality. 


Johnson’s 
fingerprints 
have 
identified him as Lawrence J. 
Bader, an Akron, Ohio, kitchen 
appliance salesm an who disap­ 
peared during a fishing trip on 
Lake Erie in May, 1957. John­ 
son. now 38, turned up in O m a­ 
ha three days later and 
be­ 
came 
one of the city’s 
bes! 
known figures before a friend 
of B ader’s recognized him in 
Chicago early this month. 


Bader has been declared leg­ 
ally dead and his wife, Mary- 
lou, and four children still live 
in 
Akron. 
Johnson 
has 
two 
children by a second m arriage 
in Omaha.

Present Timetable 
Another meeting will be held 
about a month, Berkes an­ 
nounced. then if the supervis­ 
ors decide to go ahead, an or­ 
dinance will be drawn up and 
then presented at a public h ear­ 
ing. The present timetable calls 
for municipal trash collections 
to begin July I, 1965. 
Not all those attending last 
night’s 
meeting 
opposed 
th* 
measure. A show of hands after 
the meeting revealed 30 against 
and 13 for. The opposition also 
contrasted to the response the 
township received to its ques 
tionnaires on the subject. 
Of the 3,500 questionnaires re 
turned (7,500 were mailed out) 
“one-third indicated dissatisfac 
lion with their present service,’ 
Berkes 
said. 
Similarly, 2.766 residents said 
they would be willing to assume 
a tax burden of at least two 
mills a year to pay for the serv­ 
ice, while 594 said they would 
not.

and one of the two men who

and his past record led to his 
questioning. 
Volonte, a brother of actor 
Gian Maria Volonte who tried

P arty of Proletarian Unity. He 
had been in trouble with police 
before for bombing incidents — 
when he was an extrem e right- 
ist neo-fascist. 
“The Deputy” criticized Pope 
Pius XII for not speaking out 
against the Nazi m assacre of 
Jews in World W ar IL Police 
had banned it as an affront to 
the 
Vatican, 
and

speculation the bomb explosion 
was staged as a protest. 
Volonte had rem ained at the 
central police station overnight 
at the “ disposition” of interro­ 
gators but at the tim e was not 
placed under formal arrest. 
Police called in a beautiful 
movie actress, Dominique Bos- 
chero, earlier to check Voionte’s 
alibi. He had told police he was 
with her when the bomb ex­ 
ploded.
